Those who want to plug for a 
county library service certainly can 
find a slant to support them in the 
annual report of the Warren Public 
Library. In the past year the library 
has gained in the number of borrow­ 
e rs, with 1122 new ones. However, 
400 i n a c t i v e borrowers w e r e 
dropped. 
Of these 400 inactive borrowers 
are many young people who came 
to Warren for schooling but ap­ 
parently lacked the time while catch­ 
ing busses on the run to visit the 
library. And they probably came 
from areas where there either were 
no libraries or where the book 
supply was so limited that they 
never developed the reading habit* 
It is an educational tragedy that 
these young people in the rural 
areas are not enjoying the same 
benefits along reading lines as are 
those in urban sections. With read­ 
ing easily available in the larger 
communities there is no reason 
why the rural boys and girls should 
not be enjoying the same advantages. 
The state is willing to help with 
funds and books and a very small 
amount is needed from the county 
funds to equip a library and operate 
a bookmobile that would supplement 
existing libraries in small com­ 
munities and provide book stations 
at schools and other points where 
there are none.

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Friends of the Library is a typi­ 
cal group which can help such in­ 
stitutions once they are organized. 
In W arren last year the library 
was given $1,250.51 by the Friends 
of the Library group. This money 
was used to redecorate and refur­ 
nish the staff room. Some of the 
money was used to help build ad­ 
ditional stacks in the children’s 
room. A county library soon would 
find such a group functioning to 
help it buy books and provide other 
services.

KINZUA DAM AND THE 
SENECA INDIANS 
About every aspect of the Kinzua 
dam has been covered in this paper 
and other mediums in which the 
editor has written down through the 
years. One of our first pieces on 
the subject, dating back about twenty 
years, was the difficulty which might 
develop when it came time to take 
over or use parts of the Indian lands 
and in fact cover the Co implanter 
area. 
The Corps of Army Engineers, in 
Pittsburgh, whose job it is to pre 
pare plans for water control and to 
provide information on such plans 
has written several releases as I 
help to editors and the public. Some 
of these we have quoted or used 
This week we would like you to read 
what the engineers say about the 
Indian problem and the treaty rights 
After stating that the Allegheny 
river reservoir was authorized by 
the Flood Control Acts of 1936 
1938, and 1941, Col. H, E. Sprague 
in a talk at Salamanca stated, 
“ The 
1936 Flood Control Act 
contained a declaration of the policy 
of. Congress that destructive floods 
causing loss of life and property 
and obstruction of commerce, con­ 
stitute a menace to national welfare 
and that improvements of waterways 
for flood control purposes are in the 
interest of the general welfare 
“ When the question of the treaty 
rights of the Seneca Nation is ex­ 
amined in the light of the Consti­ 
tution and judicial and legislative 
precedent, it is evident that the 
national policy which I have just 
stated* can be satisfied consistent 
with good faith to the Senecas 
“ Congress in the exercise of its 
constitutional powers to regulate 
commerce has the authority to regu­ 
late navigation and to provide flood 
protection and watershed develop­ 
ment. If the United States has de­ 
termined its need for certain land 
for a public use that is within the 
sovereign powers, it must have the 
right to appropriate that land, for 
otherwise an owner who refused to 
sell at all or only at an unreasonable 
price could subordinate the Consti­ 
tutional powers of Congress to his 
own will. 
“ Accordingly, 
the courts have 
held that lands, whether owned by 
private parties, states, municipali­ 
ties, or Indians, can be appropriated 
by 
the Federal Government for 
public 
use 
with 
its 
delegated 
powers. In the appropriation of lands 
the United States is liable under the 
Fifth Amendment to make just com­ 
pensation. 
“ Since the United States cannot be 
sued 
without 
its 
consent, 
the 
“ m oral" obligation of Congress is 
to assure that the courts are open 
for recovery of just compensation 
if agreement cannot be reached. 
“ Congress 
no 
longer 
makes 
treaties with Indians (Act of March 3, 
1871). Co-existence of separate sov­ 
ereignties within the same geo­ 
graphical boundaries is considered 
basically untenable. Congress has 
long regulated Indian affairs by 
exercise of its legislative power. 
“ The effect of the 1794 Treaty 
with the Seneca Nation is the recog­ 
nition by the United States that the 
Nation has a vested property right. 
But this property right, like prop­ 
erty rights held by any*other party, 
is subject to the inherent right of 
the Government to appropriate prop­ 
erty for public use in the exercise 
of the powers granted Congress by 
the Constitution. 
“ The integration of Indians into 
our civilization has been and is 
the policy of Congress.TheCitizen- 
ship Act of 2 June 1924 declared 
all non-citizen Indians born within 
the territorial limits of the United 
States to be citizens. Prior to the 
act about two-thirds of the Indians 
of the United States had already 
acquired citizenship. The Indians 
of New York are among the most 
advanced in the country as evi­ 
denced bv recent legislation and* attained. 


egislative history pertaining there­ 
to. 
“ The legislation to which I refer 
is Public Law 785, approved 13 
September 
1950, which conferred 
jurisdiction on the courts of the 
State of New York with respect to 
Civil actions between Indians or to 
which Indians are parties, and Pub­ 
ic Law 690, approved 14 August 
1950, which authorized the Seneca 
Nation to lease lands within the 
Cattaraugus, 
Allegany 
and 
O il 
Springs Reservations (outside the 
imits of certain villages, where 
the Seneca Nation already had leas­ 
ing power) and to collect and dis­ 
burse moneys realized from leases. 
“ The legislative History for Pub­ 
ic Law 785 (U. S, Code Congres­ 
sional Service, 81st Congress, Sec­ 
ond Session, 1950, Vol. 2, pages 
3731, 
3732) 
states: 
'The Indians 
of New York have been classified 
by the Indian Bureau as among the 
most advanced in the Nation, and 
the Bureau has 
stated that they 
are in no further need of govern­ 
mental supervision or control. . . . 
The enactment of this legislation 
into law would certainly be in line 
with the established policy of the 
Dublic Lands Committee in its deal­ 
ings with the Indians; i. e., this 
committee is especially interested 
in passing legislation which will 
lead to the gradual assimilation 
of the Indian population into the 
American way of life, and the grad­ 
ual but final complete removal of 
governmental supervision and con­ 
trol.’ 
“ And the Legislative History for 
Public Law 690 (U. S. Code Con 
gressional Service, 81st Congress 
Second Session, 1950, Vol. 2, pages 
2978, 2982) states: 'It is the judg 
ment of your committee that these 
Indians (i.e. members of the Seneca 
Nation) are competent to manage 
their own affairs and to assume 
the responsibilities which will be 
placed upon them by the provisions 
of this bill, as proposed to be 
amended. The enactment of this 
bill will make it possible for the 
United States to withdraw from cer­ 
tain operations which it is now 
carrying on in respect to these 
'New York Indians, and will enable 
the Bureau of Indian Affairs to 
close its Salamanca Agency.’ 
“ It is proposed to acquire 
flowage easement on the Allegany 
Reservation. The reservoir would 
have a summer storage pool of 3,667 
acres in this reservation. Theother 
required 5,347 acres of this reser­ 
vation 
woul d be used only oc­ 
casionally for temporary impound­ 
ment of floods. The Allegany Res­ 
ervation contains 30,469 acres. Only 
about 12 per cent of this will be 
subject to protracted flooding. 
“ The Indians would receive just 
compensation for such acquisition 
as would be made by the United 
States, and reasonable costs of re­ 
settlement of persons and effects. 
The 
Allegany Reservation would 
continue to remain in possession 
of the Seneca Nation. The taking 
for the reservoir would thus be 
in the nature of a flowage ease­ 
ment only. Except for habitation, 
the Indians would still have the 
use of the area involved by the 
reservoir, for fishing, hunting, and 
some types of agriculture. 
“ In this respect, the Seneca Na­ 
tion has already granted rights in 
their lands, to Salamanca, New York, 
as a site for the city; to the Penn­ 
sylvania and Erie Railroad Com­ 
panies for rail lines; to public 
agencies for highways and roads; 
to public utilities for electric and 
telephone lines; to industries for 
pipe lines; to private interests for 
farms and buildings, and to oil and 
gas interests for leaseholds. 
“ The Pittsburgh District, Corps 
of Engineers has constructed ten 
flood control reservoirs. Four thou­ 
sand five hundred (4,500) people 
have been displaced by these flooc 
control facilities; all received just 
compensation. 
“ The Corps of Engineers in doing 
its job has had several contacts with 
the Seneca Nation. It is our sincere 
desire to continue negotiations with 
the Nation on an amicable basis to 
the end that a fair and equitable 
settlement of all problems may be

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ACTUATED LIGHTS GROWING 
A few years back we bemoaned 
the time we wasted annually wait­ 
ing at traffic lights. This was based 
on our study of a single light in 
Warren through which we traveled, 
and still travel, at least twice a 
day, and usually more than that. 
At the rate of twice a day it is 
bound to hold us up one minute 
because it is not synchronized with 
the light a block away. A minute a 
a day is 365 minutes a year, and' 
that adds up to over six hours. Six 
hours wasted waiting at one light I 
And we are but one motorist. Mul­ 
tiply it by the number of motorists 
and multiply that by many more 
lights. It becomes an item in our 
short lives. 
The popularity of the actuated 
light has grown in large bounds 
since we pleaded for its invention 
and acceptance. The state now is 
approving over one hundred a year, 
and this year the number probably 


will exceed the fixed-time signals, 
such as most towns in this area have. 


The state has studied the problem 
and estimates it costs a motorist 1.3 
cents every time he stops at alight. 
It determined that the single light 
which it tested was costing motorists 
over $20,000 a year for unnecessary 
stops! 
In fact, the number of unnecessary 
stops made at this one light totaled 
212 for a single houri Imagine what 
that does to traffic flow . . . and the 
motoring budget. 
An actuated light allows cars from 
a side street to drive onto the main 
stem whenever they appear. In short, 
the green light is on continually for 
the main street, and turns red only 
when a car approaches from the 
side street. 
We have many such situations in. 
Warren and could have more. The 
lights on Fourth could be left on 
green most of the time until cars 
approached from Hickory or Lib­ 
erty. There are many such possibil­ 
ities for Pennsylvania ave. 
To justify a light, and to assure 
its approval by the state, there must 
be 750 cars an hour through an inter­ 
section. However, in the case of an 


actuated light, the side street need 
have only 75 cars and pedestrians 
an hour. 
Exceptions are part time lights at 
intersections where an industrial 
plant or a school needs entrance onto 
or across a main street at stated 
times, 
e. * * 


ELECTRIC HEATING 
When we note; the increased use 
of electricity that is evident in an­ 
nual electric company reports and 
for obvious reasons which can be 
found in every home and plant, we 
wonder where the juice will come 
from when electric heating becomes 
practical. 
We are told that it already is 
available if you want it, but we 
question how economical it would 
be. Baseboard heating systems now 
can be purchased that use electric 
power. The day is not far away when 
you may have no more than elec­ 
tricity coming into your home for 
utility use, and it may be that you 
will be so dependent on it that you 
will need an auxiliary system built 
in for emergencies. 
Penelec last year served 387,505 
customers in thirty-one counties.

Nearly 40,000 of these were new. 
They used over three billion kilo­ 
watt hours! An increase of nine 
Der cent.

of sending color film directly to the 
Eastman plant for processing as a 
sart of the deal when a roll is pur­ 
chased may soon find a partial res­ 
toration of that service. It was dis­ 
continued when the federal laws were 
applied against monopoly. 
However, Eastman may introduce 
method whereby you obtain a 
gummed label from the dealer which 
enables you to mail directly to East­ 
man. You will pick up the finished 
product at the dealer's, and pay for it 
there, but you will not need to take 
the film there for processing. East­ 
man will get more business and you 
will be saved half the trouble you now 
suffer".

Dulles Attempts To 
Stifle Press Freedom 


By Doris Fleeson 


WASHINGTON. — The Eisenhow­ 
e r Administration negotiates its 
m ilitary 
contracts, 
shows 
dis­ 
senters the exit and seeks by its 
power of appointment to mould the 
policies of the independent agencies. 
The press is next. 
Freedom of the press has always 
been considered non-negotiable and 
indivisible by working reporters, 
as countless policemen, politicians 
and assorted public figures can 
testify. Secretary of State Dulles, 
however, will seek to negotiate and 
divide it late this week with what 
the State Department im pressively 
calls “ n e w s media representa­ 
tives.” 
The group will discuss the right 
of American reporters to enter 
Red China. For many months, the 
Secretary has been fighting against 
it with excuses of more or less 
doubtful validity, some of them high­ 
ly uncomplimentary to the trade. 
He still seeks to limit sharply 
the freedom of the press, first by 
insisting that in peacetime he has 
the right to control its travels, 
and second, by putting his oar into 
the selection o f the reporters to 
be given what he defines as the 
privilege of entering Red China. 
E arlier he had asked employers 
in the various i^ews businesses to 
agree among themselves on a kind 
of blue ribbon list of “ sound men,” 
whose qualifications for going where 
Dulles did not want them to go in

the first place would be passed upon 
by Dulles. This was rejected. 
His latest idea is that represen­ 
tatives of the 12 U. S. news o r­ 
ganizations who had men in China 
prior to its seizure by the Com­ 
munists should receive the accolade. 
The State Department says the news 
organizations favor this, and maybe 
they do, since it means they will be 
represented. 
The Secretary of State is operat­ 
ing in this area without Constitu­ 
tional 
sanction 
— 
in 
fact, the 
Constitution forbids his interfer­ 
ence. 
He has not suggested to Con­ 
gress that it might profitably debate 
a limitation on press freedom in 
what he regards as the special c ir­ 
cumstances in Red China. 
At the Dulles conference will be 
his greatest friend among publish­ 
ers, Henry Luce of Time maga­ 
zine. Two others will represent 
radio and TV, a medium over which 
all administrations exercise con­ 
centrated economic power through 
the Federal Communications Com­ 
mission, which licenses and polices 
the stations. The remaining two 
will represent editors and publish­ 
ers. 


As a practical m atter not many 
“ working stiffs,” independent of 
their selection by a powerful and 
well-heeled organization, can or 
would wish to enter Red China. It 
will be expensive, time-consuming 
and possibly risky. 
Yet what Dulles seems to regard 
as the adventurers of the trade 
have a contribution to make. Speak­ 
ing bluntly, they can operate with­ 
out hedging while men assigned to 
permanent offices must work with 
reserve and discretion, laying their 
pipelines for the long pull and using 
them with care.

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Vote Battle May Be 
Key To Civil Rights

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WASHINGTON. — Politicians al­ 
ways have an eye to the practical. 
They look no further than the next 
election and toward that, in most 
cases, with dark forebodings. That 
is responsible for the axiom that 
all politicians "run scared.” 
Politicians 
i n c l u d e Senators. 
Those gentlemen of the toga con­ 
sider themselves most fortunate 
among politicians, for theirs is a 
nice niche with plenty of prestige 
and perquisites. 
They are, indeed, the elite and 
luxury c l a s s among politicians. They 
are so regarded by their brother 
politicians in lower echelons, such 
as Governors and members of the 
House of Representatives who dream 
constantly of getting into that select 
company. 
Which is all by way of pointing 
out that, so far as Southern Sena­ 
tors are concerned, a vital issue 
in the fight now going on over the 
Eisenhower Administration’s civil 
rights bill is its protection of the 
Negro right to vote. For the end 
result of that will be to encourage 
more Negroes to vote. 
And if that happens on a big 
scale, it could mean trouble for 
sitting Southern Senators who have 
fought civil rights bills for years 
and have, in some cases, said things 
which Negroes never forget. 
In short, wholesale voting by Ne­ 
groes threatens the nice life they 
enjoy and the power they can exer­ 
cise in key places of power, far 
out of proportion to their numbers 
and to the number of people they 
represent. This is because of the 
guaranteed long tenure in the still 
virtually "one-party” South. This, 
in turn, moves them up through the 
seniority 
system 
to 
committee 
chairmanships and keeps them there 
a long time. 
You can see the reason for South­ 
ern Senatorial concern over any 
considerable extension of voting a- 
mong Negroes in figures prepared 
by the Southern Regional Council. 
The council estimates that of 
422,670 Negro eligioles in Virginia, 
only 84,931 now vote. Figures for 
other Southern states are: 
North Carolina, 549,740 eligible, 
102,000 voters; South Carolina, 390, 
OOO eligible, 98,890 voters; Georgia, 
633,690 eligible, 
163,380 voters; 
Florida, 366,797 eligible, 148,703 
voters; Alabama, 516,245 eligible, 
53,336 voters; Tennessee, 371,480 
eligible, 148,592 voters; M ississip­ 
pi, 497,350 eligible, 18,000 voters; 
Arkansas, 232,191 eligible, 67,851 
voters; Louisiana, 510,090 eligible, 
161,410 voters, and Texas, 550,992 
eligible, 209,297 voters. 
In the current Senate debate, 
Southern Senators are caught be­ 
tween the necessity of taking a 
position that will satisfy their white 
constituents’ antagonism to integra­ 
tion and at the same time not offend 
their Negro constituents and would- 
be voters. They are saying nothing 
publicly, of course, about extension 
of the franchise and their fears about 
it. 
They have sought to divert atten­ 
tion and to confuse the issue by 
talking of other m atters, always in 
the solemn cadence with which all 
Senators discuss what they gravely 
call "Constitutional issues.” Sena­ 
tors consider themselves the special 
protectors of the Constitution. 
Southern Senators usually 
are 
most skillful in political maneuver. 
But they were outmaneuvered in the 
early stages of the civil rights con­ 
test by an adroit Yankee technician 
out of Nebraska by way of New 
York, 
Attorney General H erbert 
Brownell Jr. He chose his ground 
carefully. 
Brownell concentrated on the right 
to vote issue, simple and basic. That 
had three virtues. In the first place, 
it is hard for anyone to challenge 
the right to vote. In the second 
place, extension of voting to more 
Negroes in the South should make 
more Republican votes. And, third, 
the Republican party's concern for 
this fundamental civil right, along 


with others, would help it with Ne­ 
groes everywhere. 
When the Southerners awakened 
to the Attorney General’s maneuver, 
they sent in one of their cleverest, 
a form er state judge, Senator Sam 
Ervin of North Carolina. He sought 
to concentrate the issue on trial by 
jury, a slogan that always arouses 
our people. 
In a three-day running debate with 
Brownell during committee hear­ 
ings, Ervin assailed the provision 
in the Administration’s bill for trial 
before a judge instead of by a jury 
in cases where injunctions to protect 
civil rights were violated. 
After that, the Southern situation 
became more desperate through the 
successful maneuver by the Repub­ 
lican-N orthern Democratic coali­ 
tion in bypassing the Judiciary Com­ 
mittee, where the civil rights bill 
had been bottled up, and placing the 
House bill on the Senate calendar. 
In this emergency, the leader qf 
the Southern bloc, Senator Richard 
B, Russell of Georgia, went all out 
on a new line. He said the real aim 
of the bill was to "bring the whole 
might of the Federal government, 
including the armed forces, if neces­ 
sary, to force a commingling of white 
and Negro children in the state- 
supported schools of the South.

MAN OF MANY VOICES 


Stan Freberg, the man of many 
voices who can reduce me to help- 
ess laughter with his better satiric 
ights, now has his own radio show 
on CBS (7:30 p.m . 
EDT, 
S u n d a y ) . 
The opening show 
last Sunday was, 
I should say, a 
yes-and-no affair 
w h i c h had mo­ 
ments of g r e a t 
charm and bright 
wit but contained 
s o m e 
e m p t y 
spots, too. 
F reb erg is not 
only a sa tirist but 
man with a great gift for fantasy, 
which is som etim es delightful and 
som etim es gets him into trouble. 
The show’s opening, for instance, 
found the live Stan F reberg arguing 
Wien 
i n t 
various personalities 
created by the recorded Stan F re ­ 
berg. “ It's frightening! It’s fright­ 
ening I” exclaim ed F reb erg . It was 
also a wonderful dem onstration of 
the m an’s versatility and im agina­ 
tive range. 
T his was followed by a bit in 
which F reberg played the part of a 
French sheepherder who had taught 
his sheep to play a tune on the bells 
around their necks. This was charm ­ 
ing. It was a m ixture of both fantasy 
and hum or in pure sound — som e­ 
thing that wouldn’t come off on a 
television screen at all — and an 
excellent example of what Freberg 
does best. He is essentially a sound 
man ana ne Knows how to call into 
play the im aginationof his listen ers. 
He has done some of his things on 
television and always, to m e, th ere ’s 
let-down. I’d rath er do my own 
imagining. 
The bulk of the show was devoted 
to something called a F reberg fable, 
entitled “ Incident at Los V aro ses,” 
and this was drawn out far too thinly. 
It detailed a ferocious riv alry be­ 
tween two gambling establishm ents 
known as El Sodom and Rancho 
G om orrah, Los V aroses being a 
thinly disguised Las Vegas. 
The trouble with trying to satirize 
that fabled sin-spot is that the ex­ 
c esses of Las Vegas in the en ter­ 
tainm ent field are so bad that it is 
alm ost im possible to top them . A sa 
resu lt, the thing got pretty strained 
and seem ed interm inable. 
Ju st the same, it was an in te rest­ 
ing and unusual half-hour and well 
worth listening to. Next Sunday F re ­ 
berg prom ises an interview with the 
Abominable Snowman and the inside 
story on the midnight ride of Paul 
R evere, both topics that you are not 
likely to hear just anywhere. You 
might just blow the dust off that radio 
in the corner next week and sample 
purely aural hum or for a change.

6, combined species. 
PICKEREL AND WALLEYE -Open 
year around 12-inch minimum size; 
daily limit - 6 each species, except 
two walleyes only through the ice. 
MUSKELLUNGE - Open year a- 
round; minimum size - 30 inches; 
daily limit - 2. 
NORTHERN PIKE - Open year 
around; minimum size - 20 inches; 
daily limit - 6. 
FROGS AND TADPOLES - July 2 
to midnight, October 31; no minimum 
size; daily limit - 25. Season limit 
on frogs - 25. It is unlawful to take 
frogs by the use of an artificial 
light.
